1 


OSCOW, Dec. 31.— White flags 

flying from a dozen factories n 

the tenement houses of the Pres- 

aa where the revolutionar.¢s 

made their last stand, now bear mute 

witness to the end of the “December 

uprising in Moscow.” The entire dis- 
trict is now occupied by troops. 

During the night the vast majority 
of the members of the Fighting Le- 
gions” either surrendered or, afte: 
throwing away their arms, endeavore 
to escape in the guise of peaceful citi 
zens. Only the members who acted a» 
a guard to the revolutionary commit- 
tee stuck to their colors, and the sur- 
vender of this handful this morning 
furnished the last act of the sangui 
nary drama. 

The staging of this last act was ad 
mirable—a snow-covered landscape 
the small black residence with a tin, 
red flag fluttering from its gable, th 
end of the Gorbatoff bridge, black wit 
the suns of the artillery, and a thi: 
er-circling line of the Semtnovsky reg 
nent of the Guard, broken only d 
rectly in the line of fire. 

Suddenly there was a flash of red fir 
m the mouth of one of the guns an 
solid shot plowed through the wal 

of the house. A few spluttering sho. 
replied from a window. The cannv 
spoke again and again, until a doze 
shots had been fired. 

WHITE FLAG U FURLED. 

It looked like murder to the spect 
tors on a hill, and so evidently thoug> 
the officers In command of the ba 
tery, which ceased firing. A reser 
-ompany of the Seminovsky regimer 
hen advanced and fired volleys at th 
upper windows. At the third volley 
white handkerchief attached to a bav 
onet was pushed through a shattere:

This morning a _ corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press found 

street where'on Friday it was neces- 
sary to climb over thirty barricades, 
clear from end to end. All these, ex- 
cept three, which were carried by 
troops yesterday, was demolished by 
the inhabitants, who were as indus- 
trious in tearing them down as they 
had been in erecting them.

LOSSES SURPRISINGLY SMALL

He found frag- 
nents of shrapnel everywhere, but no 
trace of slaughter. He was informed 
by a caretaker who had stuck to his 
Dost throughout the fighting that there 
vas only one person killed and a dozen 
vere wounded, 

Among the fighting revolutionaries 
vere several girl students who stood 
M their comrades until the last. 

The only serious attempt at defense 
vas made at Schmidt's furniture fac- 
ory, where the losses were heavy, but 
t is impossible to give the number, as 
he building was burned and the bodies 
vere incinerated. The Manatoff fac- 
ory in which an Englishman named 
tigsby is a partner, was also burned. 

The losses to the troops were slight 
n this region. The Seminovsky regi- 
rent, which performed most of the 
‘ork, had one man killed and a score 
vounded, the latter including Col. Et- 
er, Who was shot through the neck. 

 SCEN.w OF DESOLATION. 


The Presna quarter is a scene of des- 
iation.

The buildings burned all night and 
the firemen had great difficulty in sav- 
ng the church, the aspire of which 
was filled with shrapnel fire early in 
the week against the insurgent sharp- 
shooters, who picked off the soldiers 
by rifle fre shooting from it. 

The appearance of the center of the 
city today is quite normal. The peo- 
ple who have been cooped up for weeks 
are crowding the streets, through 
which pass gay sleighs and the mag- 
nificent turnouts of the Moscow mer- 
chant princes. Tonight the city is 
quiet except for an oc shot 
where a revolutionist is trying to es- 
cape capture, 

STRIKE DECLARED OFF. 

The Workmen's Council, or what is 
left of it outside of prison, has for- 
mally declared the strike off. The 
revolutionaries have managed to get 
out a proclamation declaring that the 
purposes of the revolt have been fully 
accomplished and calling upon the 
proletariat to prepare for a decisive 
— January 22. A great many of 

the workmen, however, are in an angry 
mood. They claim that they have been 
deceived by the revolutionaries and 
that their families are starving. | 

These are threatening vengeance on 
the agitators. Some of the employers, 
like Mr. Barry of the American Boller 
Works, will shorten the usual Christ- 
mas vacation from sixteen to four 
days. in order to allow the men to earn 
something. 

It is reported that a band of revo- 
lutionaries yesterday attacked the 
oresent prison, but were beaten off 
vith severe loss.

Superintendent of Banks Kilburn 
Scores State Banking Department. 
Lack of Honor and Business integ- 
rity Among Bank Officiale—immi- 
grants Swindied Out of Millions.

ALBANY (N. 1.) Dec. 31.—Criticism 
of the policy of the State Banking 
Department, especially in connection 
with the failure of certain banking 
institutions of the State during the 
past year, form an important part of 
the annual report of Frederick D. 
Kilburn, Superintendent of Banks, to 
the Legislature, made public tonight. 
Mr. Kilburn aiso had some interesting 
things to say of the swindling of im- 
migrants. 

“After a bank falls,” says Mr. Ku- 
burn, “and disclosures of dishonesty 
are made, it is wondered why such 
things could go on undiscovered 80. 
long. It must be remembered that 
these frauds and deceptions are in 
most instances being carried on by 
men of unusual ability—men who 
stand very high among their neigh- 
bors, not only in business, but also 
in social, religious and political mat- 
ters. Almost invariably they deceive 
the whole community, their business 
associates, their friends and even then 
faniilies. It is frequently an astonish- 
ing revelation to all of these that the
